Two shipyards at Szezeoin are to be reconstructed as soon as pos~ 
sible, in order to begin to produce only large ships, with the Walken 
shipyard being the first to be reconstructed. 


ad. The Gdansk shipyards will, in the future, build only ships of 
under 3,000 BRT. 


Sinee the wer, the Russians have kept for their own use one stall 
shipyard in Saczeei% which is located near the gas works. This ship~ 
yard handles only Soviet ships and performs ‘or the most part pre- 
cision repairs, The shipyard employs only Germans, who work under 
Soviet control. 
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
